Information received from a highly confidential source 
is to the effect that they were here to murder JOE SEIFERT. 
This information did not come to my attention until after I 
extradited VERMIGLIO from Detroit to Milwaukee for questioning 
in the POGROB murder case in early 1960. 

During the course of the investigation into the murder 
of ISADOR POGROB, SEBASTIAN VERMIGLIO was alleged to have been 
seen in the Brass Rail Tavern prior to his murder. He then 
became a suspect. A want was put out for VERMIGLIO by our 
department. During the month of January, 1960 VERMIGLIO was 
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arrested in Michigan. We obtained a warrant for his arrest 
on a charge of false statement in application for Certificate 
of Motor Vehicle Title and we extradited him to the city of 
Milwaukee, At the time of his arrest, he was found to be 
carrying identification of one JOSEPH LA ROSA, a brother of 
TONY LA ROSA mentioned earlier in this story. Numerous 
pieces of written material, documents, identification, phone 
numbers, etc., were taken from him and will be referred to 
later in this report. At the time that I questioned him and 
examined the material he had on his person, I found that he 
was carrying a cancelled check made out on the account of 
LaRosa's Pizzaria.

Subsequently, I questioned TONY LA ROSA regarding 
this check and he emphatically denied that VERMIGLIO had 
anything to do with his business operations.

help. LA ROSA said that he wanted nothing to do with him,

1 questioned LA ROSA relative to his associations with 
JOE SEIFERT and he stated that he knew him very casually, 
that he had first met him years ago at his garage on North 
Avenue when he came in there with AUGUST (JACK) SORCE. Не 
did state that SEIPERT came to him, suggested that they go 
into the pizza business together. They did, and they opened 
a place on Holton Street. This is the pizzaria on which this 
check in question was drawn and that is why SEIFERT's name 
appeared on the check. Не stated SEIFERT didn't amount to 
much, was busted out, and shortly after they went into busi- 
ness, it fell through and the operation ceased. 

LA ROSA went on to say that he got out of Terre Haute 
on parole in 1954 and did not see VERMIGLIO again until about 
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June of 1958, at which time һе stopped into his place of

On Monday, February 1, 1960, I interviewed PATRICK 
TRONCA at his place of business located at 7510 West Silver 
Spring. Subject was questioned regarding his background, 
business ventures, and associations with SEBASTIAN VERMIGLIO, 
alias Joseph LaRosa, Mr. TRONCA advised us of the following: 
Subject states that he is the son of VENANZIO and 
AMALIA TRONCA, former owners and operators of the Community 
Food Shop, 2029 North Holton Street, this city. Mr. TRONCA's

Avenue, phone WEst 3-6685. Subject із 85 years of age and 
was born September 8, 1913. Mr. TRONCA stated that prior 
to the war he practiced physiotherapy. During the war 
years he was employed at Ampco Metals. Subject's parents 
purchased and operated the Community Food Store in 1931 and 
remained active in this business until the fall of 1915, at 
which time Mr. TRONCA, Sr., became 111 and PATRICK gave up 
his job at Ampeo and assisted his brother, SECOND, at the

During the years ОҒ 1954-1955, PATRICK and bis uncle, 


HENRY BELLI, 2111 North Buffum Street, added an additional 
business known as Soogo Food Produets, a frozen pizza opera- 
tion, “This business was located in the basement of the 
Community Food Store at 2029 North Holton Street. PATRICK 
acted as supplier and distributor and his uncle handled the 
manufacturing end, The business operated successfully until 
HENRY BELLI suffered a heart attack and the business lay 
dormant.

Mr. TRONCA stated that he knew ANTHONY LA ROSA, B of 
I #33343, a neighborhood acquaintance, since 1931.

Mr. TRONCA stated that during the month of August,

as JOSEPH LA ROSA, a relative of TONY LA ROSA's. VERMIGLIO's 
proposition was to the effect that Soogo Food Products be 
reactivated.

the time of his arrest. То our knowledge, he never occupied 
these quarters. 

According to our information, in March, 1959 PATRICK 
ТВОМСА applied for auto insurance on а 1958 Oldsmobile that 
is connected with his firm and was alleged to have been used 
by one of his drivers, a salesman. The salesman was listed 
as JOSEPH LA ROSA. That accounts for TRONCA's name entering 
into the VERMIGLIO picture insofar as his car was listed as 
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being in the name of Soogo Food Products. Further informa- 


tion relative to this automobile transaction is available 
in oup office. 

A check of our files failed to reveal anything 
pertinent on JOE SEIFERT. Subsequently, SEIFERT's name 
came up in my investigation into illegal alcohol activities. 
Г again checked the Milwaukee Police Department Clerical 
Bureau and found an old warrant on file for JOH SEIFERT 


under the alias of Ed Meyer, This warrant was for, I think,

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Prior to the arrest of SEIFERT, I had received 
information from a highly confidential source to the effect 
that SEIFERT was scheduled to be murdered by SEBASTIAN 
VERMIGLIO for his failure to send VERMIGLIO his cut in 
the illegal syndicate operations while he was under sen- 
tence of deportation to Italy. 

We arrested SEIFERT on May 5, 1961. At the time 
of his arrest subject had just returned from the city of 
Chicago and when apprehended he attempted to slip an 
envelope to another individual in a filling station 
where the arrest was consummated. This envelope was re- 
covered. It was found to contain $2779 in cash. SEIFERT 
was questioned as to the origin of this money. He tried 
to evade the issue but subsequently admitted that he 
received the money from AL WAINER in Chicago, Illinois. 

AL WAINER and his brothers were former moonshiners. 
They operated out of New London, Wisconsin, and trans- 
ported their liquor via cattle trucks. This seemed to

He had numerous other documents that tied him in 
definitely with SEBASTIAN VERMIGLIO's operations. Photo- 
stat copies of this material will be attached hereto. I 
subsequently received records, rundown, photos of JOE

that SEIFERT has been affiliated with the đistillation of 
illegal alcohol. This information fits in with information 
I received from various informants regarding his connection 
with the illicit alcohol operations of the Mafia. Further 


information received from highly confidential sources shows 
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that JOE SEIFERT was also an integral part of the cigarette 


operations. 

SEIFERT, I am told, was a top mecbanic and а good 
friend of AL WAINER's.  WAINER, who was in the vending 
machine business and still is, obtained а government 
cigarette stamping machine. As I understand, the whole- 
salers go to the state agency, they pay for the stamping 
of а certain number of packs of cigarettes. The state 
then affords the distributor a stamping machine with the 
plate and this machine is set to stamp à Specified number of 
paeks, no more.

I was informed that SEIFERT at one time had a small 
machine shop set up in the basement of his home at 11930 
west Ryan Road, Hales Corners, and it was here that he 
manufactured the cigarette stamping machines for the outfit. 
These machines would then be rented out to wholesalers who 
purchased untaxed cigarettes from the syndicate. The 
machines rented for $800 a month or they could be purchased 
outright for a figure running into the thousands of dollars, 
VERMIGLIO would travel throughout the Midwest and into Texas, 
in fact wherever their cigarette operations extended, ser- 
vicing these various machines, 

SEIFERT is a close associate of an ANDREW PARIS 
located in Texas. PARIS is in the vending business himself. 
It is said that ANDY PARIS was a former millionnaire and 
he was the actual inventer of bubble gum. He was a close 
friend of the president of Mexico and still has excellent 
connections in that country.  Informants go on to say that 
whiskey of all brands is made and bottled in the interior of 
Mexico. They copy any brands, bottles and labels and it is

Some cigarettes are 
packed 60 cartons to a case and some are packed 50 cartons 
to a case and a quantity between 100 and 200 cases makes a 
decent sized truck load of cigarettes.
